The Man of God must sacrifice himself for the people, the Son of God must be bled to pour life into 
the dead bones of the fallen people - such is the ancient mystic law of spiritual life.To the pandits, who had 
sought help in distress, the Guru said that they should convey to the Emperor Aurangzeb that the ruler 
should stop individual persecution, but if he could convert Tegh Bahadur to Islam, they would follow suit. 

Guru Summoned To Dethi: The emissaries of Aurangzeb came to Anandpur to summon the Maste. 
to Delhi. The Guru did not go with them but he promised to follow. He had yet to go to see some of his 
disciples who were longing to see him and lived on his way to Delhi.He took his own time and his own 
road; it led through the midst of his disciples. At last at Agra, the Master with five chosen disciples 
delivered himself to the Emperor’s men. From Agra he was taken to Delhi.He was offered all the worldly 
temptation, but the Master spurned them and abondened all that the world could offer, desiring nothing but 
an abiding repose in the love and Will of God. He was then put to severe tortures, But Guru Tegh Bahadur 
felt no remorse but courageously faced a martyr’s death, keeping all the time his mind absorbed in the only 
and eternal Reality.In order to strike terror in him, two of Guru’s disciples, Bhai Mati Das and Bhai Dyala, 
were ete rey bal his eyes. When sed found him unshakable in his resolve, tthey sentenced him to be 

ublically beheaded. The execution took pice in Chandni Chowk, Delhi

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Martydom of a Sikh lad 
To die for one’s faith is an act divine , 
who disowns Sikhism are worse than swine. 


There was a boy of hardly 18 years of age , who was among the 700 Sikhs , who were arrested and 
brought to Delhi , to please the Moghul Emperor. The mother of that boy approached the Emperor , 
and pleaded for his freedom saying that he was not a Sikh and that he was arrested by mistake. 


Hearing this from the mother , the Emperor was pleased that atleast one Sikh had betrayed his faith 
‘The Emperor gave orders to release the boy provided he ( the boy ) would pulicly disclaim to bea 
Sikh. 


With the Emperor’s orders , the mother of the boy went to the officer-in-charge of the executions ; C 
she also advised her son to disclaim being a Sikh and thus save his life. 


‘The boy on hearing his mother’s advice , started shouting loudly , “I am a staunch Sikh , I value my 
faith more than my life , I wan’t to die as a martyr along with my other companions . This lady is 
not my mother , I do not recognise her” 


Everyone , the public , the police chief and the Kazi were deeply touched and impressed by the 
young Sikh boy’s courage and his faith in his religion . The officials felt humilated . The 
executioner , with one single blow of the sword , cut off the brave Sikh boy’s head. 


Thus the young Sikh boy showed to the world that a true Sikh values his faith more than anything 
else. He enlightened the path of coming Sikh generations for all time to come. 
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Shaheed Udham Singh 
(Ram Mohammed Singh Azad ) 
On Wednesday , 13th March 1940 , a meeting was held at Caxton Hall by the East 
India Association and the Royal Central Asian Society. Amongst the speakers were 
Sir Michael O’ Dwyer , Lord Zetland ( Secretary of state for India ) , Sir Louis Dane ( 
former under-secretary to the Governor of the Panjab ) , and Lord Lamington ( former 
Governor of Bombay ) . Sir Michael O’Dwyer was Lieutenant - Governor of the 
Panjab at the time of the Jallian Wala Bagh massacre on the 13th. April 1919 , when 
Brigadier General Dyer ordered Gurkha soldiers to open fire on a crowd of 20 , 000 


people. More than 1 , 500 unarmed men , women , and children were wounded or 
killed . 


Udham Singh who had been present at the time of the massacre , took a vow to 
revenge.. He came to Britain in 1933 . He often used to go to the Shepherd’s Bush 
Gurdwara in Sinclair Road , whose official at the time was Shiv Singh Johal . One of 
ta] his favourite haunts was the Panjab Restaurant owned by Gurbachan Singh in Neal 
Street , near Covent Garden . Shepherd’s Bush Gurdwara is considered to be the 
oldest Gurdwara in Britain and the property was formerly the residence of the Sikh 
Maharaja of Patiala .The Gurdwara is now situated at 62 Queensdale Road in 
Shepherd’s Bush . Udham Singh had associations with the Ghader party of pacific 
coast , America and the Martyr Bhagat Singh. 


When the meeting was over at about 4.30 pm , Udham Singh pulled out a gun and 
fired six shots . Two of them hit Sir Michael O’Dwyer ( who died immediately ) , one 
hit the Marquis of Zetland , one hit the right hand of Lord Lamington , one hit Sir 
Louis Dane in the arm and one went astray . Udham Singh of Mornington Terrace , 
North London, was hanged at the Pentonville prison on 13th.July 1940. Many Indians 
at the time, such as Krishnan Menon and Shiv Singh Johal tried to help him, whilst 
others like Mahatma Gandhi condemned the killing and refused to help, as he had 
© earlier in the case of Bhagat Singh. On 13th.April 1980, Udham Singh’s remains were 
taken back to India and received at the airport by Mr Shanker Dayal Sharma, 
President of the ruling Congress party , Mrs Indira Ghandhi and Giani Zail Singh 
along with millions of Indians who paid hommage. 


The gun used by Udham Singh, his diary, a knife and bullet fired at the time of 
assassination are presently kept at the Black Museum, New Scotland Yard, 10 The 
Broadway,London,SW1.These are also illustrated in the book, “The Murders of the 
Black Museum 1870-1970 .” by Gordon Honeycombe.
